racters nor. Words ; for the Poets and Ne- 
eromancers do alfo much exercife themfelves in 
them , and do fill cheir Con juring-Books full of 
them, which they raife out of their own imagen 
nations, meerly and rafhly, without any Founda- 
tidn,and do feign them againft all Truth ; whenas 
many thoulands of them are not worth a nurefhell, 
But in che mean time I will be filenc in their Cha- 
raéters, which they draw in Paper & Parchment, 
which are ulelefsly blotted wich fuch trifles, Ie 
was a cultome amongft thofe kinde of men, 
which amonett fome is hardly left to this day , 
That by impofing thefe Chara&ters upon thefe 
men,they drew them to admiration of themfelves 
with thele Characters,and {peaking {uch words as 
are wonderful to me, and which - were never 
heardof; yetthey fay, they are found out and 
deviled by them‘elves, © Wherefore it is chiefly 
neceffary ro have erfea knowledge, to difcern 
thele Lerter:, Words and Charaéters, 

There are many fuch-kinde of words found 
among{t them, which have no affiniry at all with 
the Idioms of the Lacine, Greek, cr Hebrew 
Tongues, neither wich any other ; which cannot 
pollibly be incerpreted by any man, nor rendred

wichout canfe,and fay, That we are not to credit 
all Letcers, Characters or Words, but to keep to 
chofe onely which are true; and have been 
often proved , and taken ont of the Foundation 
of Truth.

Ic happeneth co them, as it doth to rhofe ‘men 
who {uddenly get fome prey from their enemies, 
they not thinking of them, whereby the age eafi- 
ly overcome, or {poiled by chem, There are - 
two caules chiefly why creafures are fo greedily — 
fought afcer by men, The firft is rhe Coveron'- 
ne{s of chem who thirft after riches; & rhe other, 
that chofeplaces where the treafures areymight be 
afterwards made habitable,fecure, fafe, an d quiet 
from being infefted or molefted with ‘fuch Spi- 
rits. For there are at this day many ancienc 
honfes and Caftles which are inhabicable, by 
reafon of thefe kinde of Spirits: and rhe chiefe 
caufe thereof is, that there aré great treafures 
hid about thefe places.
